MONTANA SMELTERS CLOSE. 

Great Kails, Mont., Aug. 3. — The elec- 
trolytic smellers of the Huston & Mon- 
tana company of the Amalgamated Cop- 
per, closed down last night, (he result 
of a strike of the smelter men follow- 
ing the refusal of Supt. 'Wheeler to rcc- 
ogni/.e a committee of the mill mid 
smeller men's union, which demanded 
that live discharged men be re-cmploved.

AM A R, Russia, Aug. 3.— The gov- 
ernor of this city was instantly 
killed today by a bomb thrown 
by an assassin, who was subsequently 
arrested. The governor's bead and 
feet were torn off by the explosion. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 3. — It Is assert- 
ed circumstantially that there is dis- 
affection among the MOSCOW regiment 
of the guards. The demands formu- 
lated by the men are both economic 
and political. Cossacks have been 
sent to the barracks of ibis regiment. 
Mutiny on Armored Cruiser 
London, Aug. I!. — A despatch to a 
news agency from Reval says that the 
mutiny on the armored cruiser I'anyat 
Azova commenced "with the arrival on 
board of a civilian disguised as a sailor. 
He was discovered anil an attempt was 
made lo arrest him but part of the crew 
interfered, killing the officer who or- 
dered" his arrest and three officers who 
supported him. 

Three other officers put off in a launch 
whereupon the mutineers fired, sinking 
the boat. The officers, however, were 
able to swim to shore. 

The cruiser is now under complete 
control. 

The mutineers met torpedo boat num- 
ber 100 and called upon the crew lo 
abandon their allegiance. This they re- 
fused to do and steamed away with the 
cruiser in pursuit. Finally they reached 
the harbor of Heval, followed closely by 
the cruiser. 

A party composed of nine lenders of 
the mutineers then left the I'anyttt Azo- 
va in a small boat for the fortress with 
the object of winning over the troops, 
but upon landing were promptly arrest- 
ed. 

The loyal sailors thereupon attempted 
to recapture the ship, nnd succeeded 
after severe fighting. 

The mutineers, who number -70, were 
Inter run ashore. 

Altogether live officers, a doctor, one 
engineer and a subaltern officer were 
killed. One officer was mortally wound- 
ed and two officers were slightly wound- 
ed. 

About fifty seamen were killed and 
wounded. 

General Strike Ordered 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 3, — A general 
strike has been formally ordered to be- 
gin in St. Petersburg tomorrow at noon, 
and as a preliminary the men employed 
in a dozen of the establishments wont 
out at noon today. 

The final decision was not obtained 
without a strong light in the work- 
mens' council, three delegates standing 
out against nine lo Ihc end. 

The failure of the strike is predicted 
as the workmen generally tire not tire- 
pared. 

The plan is to begin the strike here 
tomorrow, and at Moscow on Monday 
and gradually extend it throughout the 
empire until everything, including the 
railroads and telegraphs, are at. a com- 
plete standstill. A section of the street 
railroads here including the Nevsky 
Prospect line stopped running this aft- 
ernoon. 

The police today arrested half a dozen 
of the members of the workmen's coun- 
cil, who were elected lo direct the gen- 
eral strike, and also captured several 
members of the revolutionary military 
committee,

EW YORK, Aug. 3 — A. cablegram 
to the Sun from Paris says: 
The Matin published an inter- 
view, had by Its Berlin correspondent, 
with Emperor William, In which His 
Mnjesty said that the yellow peril was 
not the sole danger threatening the 
world, there being a red danger. 

" 'The beads of states,' the Emperor 
added, whether of absolute or constitu- 
tional monarchy, or republic purely, 
irisl; their lives. President Fallleres 
ruiifi the same risk as the Czar and 
President Roosevelt. Those aiming at 
the abolition of all authority and order 
by governments are thoroughly agreed, 
while those charged with the duty of 
making order respected are unfortu- 
nately disagreed.' 

"The correspondent says that at the 
Kiel regatta the Kaiser noticed that 
the French armored cruiser I, eon 
Gambetta was not present. He thought 
the warship had been' Invited to be 
present during the regatta, and lie said 
to the French naval attache: 'It Is a 
pity tho Gambetta Is absent. Come, 
come, 1 know what this means. We 
are still suspected and are kept In 
punishment.' The Kaiser enforced his 
remark by a genial luugh. 

"Speaking to another French naval 
officer, the Kaiser said: 'It is freely 
reported that 1 mil pleased when I 
learn that some fresh scandals have 
broken out In the French army. It Is 
absolutely false. We Europeans live 
too closely together and our national 
lives are too Intermingled for us not to 
feel an evil occurring' to any single 
member. Any barm befalling the 
French army fills me with uneasiness. 
Anti- militarism is an International 
pest. The nation that rejoices thereat 
reaembles a city rejoicing at an out- 
break of cholera In a neighboring 
town.' "

ARRESTED RINGLEADERS. 

A Further Roport Showing Extraordin- 
ary Conditions in Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. .'!. — A local news- 
paper publishes a despatch this morning 
from Vekalerinoslav dated yesterday, 
saying tlinl ll force of police and two 
SqtlUdrOns entered lhe town and arrested 
ringleaders of the strike, while they 
were still in bed. When lhe workmen 
discovered tills; they gathered to the 
number of four thousand and attempted 
to free their comrades, A collision with 
lhe troops ensued, during which a num- 
ber of men were wounded. Many of the

HELSINGKORS. Aug. 3 — The cor-i 
respondent of the Associated 
Press today was permitted to 
look over the fortress on the main 
Island, as well as the other fortlllca-' 
Hons overlooking the town. The scenes 
proved that the mutineers hud the> 
upper hand in practically all the fort- 
resses until after the arrival of the, 
warships. The minor barracks and 
fortifications and the wharves and. 
neighboring quays bristled with ma- 
chine guns. Blags taffs had been splin- 
tered as If the mutineers had tried to 
shoot away the Russian colors. Tho 
most severe lire from the fortress was 
directed at the headquarters of the 
commander, who on the second day of 
the tmuble was forced to seek shelter 
in a better protected place'. 

The barracks In the vicinity showed 
plainly the effects or the lighting. 
They are today nothing more thun 
tottering ruins, upheld by iron girders. 
The church In which hangs- the memor- 
ials of the french and English bom- 
bardment of 1S55 was struck several 
times, but It is evident that the muti- 
neers did not wish to destroy the 
building. 

The results of the firing were seen, 
on every hand, fragments o£ shrapnel 
shells littering all the walkways. Tua 
fortress itself bore many signs of llu 
bombardment, great rents In the walla, 
holes In the roof and destroyed win- 
dows telling their own tales. 

There is no question that until the 
warships, came up the government was 
powerless to adequately reply to the 
mutineers, and was, able simply to 
hold its positions. 

The commander scarcely had fled 
from his quarters, leaving them a heap 
of fallen ruins, when the warships 
crept up the coast and opened fire. 
Taken unawares, without leaders and 
with but little food, tho mutineers gave 
up. 

It now transpires that there wero 
two officers among the mutinous men. 
Lieut. Kohonsky and Lieut. Emil 
Jan Iff. The latter was wounded. 
Kohonsky gave himself up to tha 
Bogatyr and asked pardon. 

A special court Is coming here front 
St. Petersburg next week to try tho 
prisoners, One thousand men are con- 
fined in Helslngfors and Skatudden. 

The total of the casualties Is not yet 
known, but 650 men are missing. It 
is impossible to say how many men 
were wounded. As previously cabled, 
only five officer.* wero killed. 

The armored cruiser Pamyntazovu. 
whose crew mutinied off the Esthonian 
const, spoke the steamer Kalinea be- 
tween Helsingfors and Reval. Tho 
mutineers of the Pamyatnzova ordered 
the Sallnea to stop and asked for 
new* from Sveaborg, evidently with 
the intention of going there to help the 
mutineers. When told that the mutiny 
at Sveaborg was over, however, the 
amyatazova headed for Reval. 
The battleship Czarevitch was sent 
from Helslngfors in pursuit of the 
Painyntazova. 

I. Petersburg, Aug, -1 — (U:fjO a. m.) — 
St, Petersburg was in darkness for a 
time tonight. Tin: employees of tin; 
electric lighting plants ceased work in 
obedience lo the call for a general 
sirlke. Later the electric light was 
restored by sailors of the technical 
corps. The call to strike already has 
been obeyed by 2000 factory hands In 
the capital. It will bo Impossible, 
however, lo predict I he success of 
this universal apolitical strike until 
Monday, as the worklngmeu In St. 
Petersburg and Hi" provinces have 
two holidays— Saturday, which Is tin:

Mutineers Await Trial 

Helslngfors, Aug. 3.— Sveaborg fort- 
ress Is completely In the hands of the 
government this morning. 

The prisoners have been marched out 
and sent to Skatuddeh Island, where 
they will await trial. 

The socialist red guard yesterday 
evening made a last effort to bring 
about 11 general strike. They marched 
In force to the power house of the 
street railroad and ordered the men to 
strike. Upon their refusal the guards 
attempted to destroy the buildings. 
Police and communal guards were 
summoned and a light followed, result- 
ing in the killing- of the assistant chief 
of police and several Communal guards 
and a number of the red guards. 

Cossacks were summoned and quelled 
the combatants. 

The red guard consisted of the 
greater part of the Finnish proletariat, 
while the communal guards were made 
up of the middle and wealthy classes, 
and are organized to maintain order 
and protect property. They are nrmed 
with rifles and are almost under mili- 
tary discipline.

Prof. Prince Says British Col- 
umbia Fisheries Are Poorly 
Protected. 



MANY IVIORE CRUISERS ABE NEEDED 

New Shell Fish Found in North 
by Fishery Commissioners 
on Kestrel. 



Professor Prince, chairman of the 
fisheries commission. Is of t lie opinion 
that the British Columbia coast is not 
sufficiently safeguarded against fisher- 
men from Scuttle and other points, and 
has expressed himself In favor of 
placing several more patrol boats in 
service-on this coast, says the Vancou- 
ver "World. 

The Dominion government cruiser 
Kestrel, upon which Professor Prince 
and Mr. G. K. Taylor went north to 
Inspect the hatcheries and halibut 
banks and to make other investiga- 
tions, returned to the city this morn- 
ing, after steaming: 2O0O miles, and 
during that trip the west coast of 
Vancouver island was not seen at all. 

Captain Newcombe when seen this 
morning stated that both Professor 
Prince and Mr. Taylor, after taking 
the trip, stated that It showed the ab- 
surdity of having only one boat to 
{patrol the entire coast. The Kestrel 
steamed 2000 miles and saw only about 
n'Clf that was to be soen on the coast. 

Captain Newcombe stated that Pro- 
loraor Prince and Mr. Taylor went out 
for the purpose of Inspecting can- 
neries and hatcheries and dredging for 
biological specimens to determine what 
ffie halibut and other fish live on. 
They visited 16 canneries and butch- 
eries and made 38 ousts of the dredge, 
in which all kinds of sea life was ob- 
tained and bottled up. Professor 
Prince'left the Kestrel at Port EsHlng- 
ton and took a canoe for the hatcheries 
at Owakeena and Lakilts. Mr. Taylor 
returned with the steamer to Xanaimo. 

'"The trip showed to others what I 
have been stating for a long time," said 
Captain Newcombe. "Some people 
think that the coast of British Colum- 
bia is amply protected by one cruiser, 
and it is absolutely absurd. We cover 
the entire const, and while we are up 
north the Americans know that we 
cannot get south again for at least a 
■week, and it gives them a good, chance 
t-o get in their work. Instead of one 
cruiser we should have four or five, 
and Professor Prince was of the same 
opinion as myself." 

The Vancouver Province says: A 
"bed of scallops, shellfish similar to 
oysters but larger and probably more 
palatable, has been found on the 
northern coast. The scallops are lo- 
cated at the northern end of Queen 
Charlotte Sound, a short distance off 
Tow Hill. The bed was discovered 
by the Dominion government steamer 
Kestrel. 

The scallops found by the Kestrel 
are probably of large commercial value. 
This kind of shellfish is worth more 
than oysters, and if the. bed proves to 
he as extensive as it looks on first ap- 
pearance, it Is altogether likely that 
an important industry may he built 
up. The beds are fairly sheltered. 

The visit to the halibut bunks was 
probably the most interesting feature 
of the trip. The dredge brought up 
many entirely new and unique forms 
of deep-sea life. A large number of 
specimens were kept on board 1 1 i » - 
steamer, to be added to the official 
laboratory at Ottawa. 

"But a commission could spend six 
months out there, Instead of two 
weeks," said Captain Newcombe this 
morning. "Why, we Just had lime lo 
visit a few places. Half the coast I lie 
commissioners did not have a chance 
of seeing at all. We did not go down 
to the west coast of Vancouver Island, 
and I suppose there are at least forty 
of those American gasoline halibut 
poachers doing business there. We did 
not see In the north any but the regu- 
lar Canadian and American steamers 
handling their affairs In the proper 
way." 



THE CHEHALIS ENQUIRY. 

Case to Open in the Admiralty Court 
Next Week. 

I Mr. Justice Morrison yesterday re- 
ceived from the deprirtraeul of marine 
'and fisheries his official commission to 
'investigate the Chehalis disaster, Cap 
tain Donald Patterson, of Vancouver; 
'and Capt. John Graham Cox, of \ lc- 
fcrirla, have been nominated to act with 
Ihiui on the court of inquiry. Mr. A. 10. 
iBeck, registrar of the simreme court, 
has been appointed secretary of the 
commission, and Mr. IA JO. 'Evans, of- 
ficial stenographer, will take the evi- 
dence. Mr. Justice Morrison's appoint- 
ment is t lie first of the kind he has re- 
ceived since acting as Judge in the ad- 
miralty, and probably the only com- 
imissioii of the kind ever issued in Van- 
couver. 

• Today the members of the commis- 
sion will hold a private preliminary 
meeting to arrange the place and time 
and hours of the sessions. Captain 
iPattersoil piloted the Athenian out 
yesterday, but will return with Capt, 
Cox on the Princess Victoria today in 
time to he present at. the preliminary 
meeting. 

• The commission merely authorizes 
in formal language an Investigation in- 
to the causes lending lo the disaster, 
but it will have the broadest scope and 
full judicial- powers'. 'It. is expected 
that the first sittings will be held 
the early pari of next week, probably 
on Tuesday. If the hull of the Chehalis 
were discovered and raised it would 
absolutely he of great assistance to (he 
commission, as it would then be able 
to learn accurately where it was 
struck. As yet. however, no trace of ihe 
location of the hull lias been discover- 
ed. 

The manslaughter charge against 
Captain (Jrillin will probably be pro- 
ceeding nl the same lime as the in- 
quiry, nnd as the same witnesses* will 
be needed for this may lie a cause of 
inconvenience.

THE REPORT OF THE COMMIS- 
SIONER. 

It Is well not to deviate from an 
Understanding of the case as it stood 
When the Vancouver World made the 
charges against the government and 
tis It stands now. The object of the 
editor of the World was to make the 
broken Kalen Island slander stick, and 
If possible, for that purpose, to asso- 
ciate the Chief Commissioner in some 
definite way with the "band of ad- 
venturers, male and female." Tho 
J'endray lot scandal was' invented with 
that particular object in view. Hence 
Ueveral articles appeared in the World, 
each more slanderous than the preced- 
ing one making specific charges 
Against the lands and works depart- 
ment as a whole, but in particular 
ngainst the head of that department. 
No useful purpose could have been 
Berved politically if some mere sub- 
ordinate oliicial had been implicated, 
ffho charges made in these articles 
were formulated by the commissioner 
bs follows: 

1. -That Mr. Green, or some person 
In the department, gave away the 
amount of the Pendray tender to Mrs. 
James Anderson, or some Other per- 
son, before 12 o'clock on the 7th oi 
October, with the object of ileecing 
Pendray. 

2. That Mr. Green agreed to lease 
the lot in question to Mr. Pendray at a 
nominal rent, under a threat from 
Pendray that unless the land was 
given to him he would expose the 
whole transaction. 

3. That the tender put in by Mrs 
I>oggie was not really hers, but that 
her name was only used as a blind, 
and that the real tenderer was Andc-- 
Bon. 

The charges made by the World 
were, however, much more damaging 
In their formulation and form of ex- 
pression than as set out by the com- 
missioner. They were pointed by 
Ivcnom and saturated, so to speak, with 
vile insinuations. The government 
took almost immediate action to have 
thesr charges investigated. Applica- 
tion was at first made to the judges of 
the supreme and county court to 
hold the enquiry, but the members of 
the judiciary, for well-understood rea- 
sons, declined. Then Mr. Fred Peters, 
K. C, a leading Liberal, was appointed 
commissioner for the purpose. The 
government thus gave the opposition 
all the advantages possible In order 
that there might bo no question of 
partisanship in the findings— In other 
Rvoids, placed itself entirely in Lhc 
hands of the political enemy. 

Both the Times and the World ex- 
pressed their entire satisfaction with 
Mr. Peters and said a. number of very 
complimentary things about him. The 
World, after the decision to hold an 
Investigation had been announced, 
confidently declared that it was pre- 
pared to establish every statement it 
had made. What was the result? 
The Investigation was held. Every 
possible facility was afforded the 
World to prove Its statements. it is 
not alleged that t he enquiry was not 
full and complete.

"After carefully considering all the 
evidence adduced, and I have been 
careful to obtain every Witness who 
could give any Information, I am 
clearly of opinion that none of the 
charges are true, and that the evidence 
given very clearly establishes their 
falsity, and with regard to the whole 
transaction nothing has been done by 
Mr. Green or any official In the lands 
and works department, In the slightest 
degree worthy of censure."

THE RULE OF THE ROAD. 



The question of tlie proper rules nnd 
regulations to be observed in connec- 
tion with tlie navigation of the Gorge 
by launches and small boats having 
been discussed in tlie press of late, and 
e diffieul- i tMe <la " Ber " of collision pointed out, it 
ties In the way of a wise, economical und 
successful management, municipally 
owned, there ought to lie n menus of 



placing the power part of it in the hands 
of a commission composed of business 
men, with whoso prerogatives and con- 
trol the aldermen could not Interfere. 
Of course, up to the present wo do not 
know that nil 'agreement can he arrived 
at with the company, and everything 
said on the question has been subject to 
the possibility ofl such tin agreement 
being made. 

Witli regard to Ells lake as a per- 
manent source of supply, there is a pos- 
sible physical difficulty in the way that 
seems so for not tu have been taken into 
consideration. It has been represented 
to the Colonist that Klk lake lias a se- 
rious leak in the direction of Cndboro 
bay. There is a series of springs and 
streams emptying into t ho hay for about 
n mile along the shore, which have ap- 
parently no other source than Klk lake. 
Those who know the local topography 
say that there is a high -gravel ridge 
connecting tlie bay ami (lie lake and 
that it is through this gravel formation 
Hint tlie water from the latter soaps in 
very large quantities. Moreover, we are 
informed that the amount of discharge 
is yearly increasing, which, if true, is 
not an unnatural condition to expect. 

Assuming flint (hit facts are as repre- 
sented, the improvement of Klk lake, in 
view of tlie future requirements of the 
city, is quite out of tlie question. It 
is something, therefore, lli.it should he 
investigated before further slops me 
taken in that direction. To increase the 
water supply in that lake by connecting 
it. with host und Lavender lakes, or by 
any other means, would he to increase 
the pressure and proportionately the 
leakage. Tills is one of the leaks in the 
civic system which .Mayor Morley cannot 
stop nnd witli all due deference to his 
ability as an engineer, one lie should no I 
try to stop, 



may be well to refer to the sections in 
the "Act Respecting the Navigation of 
Canadian Waters," copy of which has 
been kindly supplied to the Colonist 
by the Harbor Master. They are as 
follows: 

Art. IS. When two steam vessels are 
meeting end on, or nearly end on, so 
as to involve risk of collision, each 
shall alter her course to starboard, so 
that each may may pass on the port 
side of the other. 

("Starboard," right hand; "Port," 
loft, hand.) 

Art. 26. In narrow channels every 
steam vessels shall, when it is safe and 
practicable, keep to that side of the 
fairway or mldchannel which lies on 
the starboard side of such vessel. 

Art. 27. In obeying and construing 
these Rules, due regard shall be had 
to all dangers of navigation and col- 
lision, and to any special circumstances 
which may render a departure from 
tlie above Rules necessary in order. to 
avoid immediate danger. 

Art. 29. Nothing in those Rules 
shall exonerate any vessel, or the own- 
er, or master, or crew thereof, from 
the consequences of any neglect to 
carry lights or signals, or of any 
neglect of uny precaution which, may 
he required by the ordinary practice 
of seamen, or by the special circum- 
stances of »he case. 



THE CANADIAN PACIFIC ROUTE

The Prov- 
ince nays that where, previously to ibo 
Imposition of the prohibitive tax, citi- 
zens employing Chinamen as domestics 
had paid them $20 to $25 a month, they 
have now to pay them as high as $35. 
Chinese laborers employed on the farms 
nnd ranches also demand considerably 
higher pay for their work. In fact, 
only those farmers with considerable 
means were able to stand the extra 
drain, and, n's a consequence, the work 
of clearing the timber and scrub off 
tlie land bus been brought to a stand- 
still.

LECTURE ON CONDITIONS 
IN FAR AWAY UGANDA 



A Very Interesting Discourse at 
St. Mark's Parish Room 
on Thursday. 



In .spite of the difficulty of obtaining 
an audience in 'lie .summer months, a 
good number were present in St. 
Murk's parish room on Thursday even- 
ing to heur Jliss Anne Baugir Allen, of 
Toro, Uganda. The chair was taken 
by the rector. Rev. W. Buugh Allen, 
and the meeting was opened with the 
singing of Canon Bllerton's evening 
hymn, "The Day Thou Gavest, Lord, Is 
Ended," and the Bidding Prayer of St. 
Augustine's College, Canterbury. 

Miss Allen began with a reference to 
the New Jerusalem with its twelve 
gates "not shut at all," ever open for 
the bringing in of the nations, repre- 
senting the true attitude of the Chris- 
tian heart, leading to increased zeal 
an J desire to work that not one may 
be left outside. The heavenly city 
has also no temple, no sun, no moon; 
Ucd Himself is at once its sanctuary 
ami lis light. There, too, is the book 
of life, and the business of the mission- 
ary is that of getting names for that 
book. Miss Allen then described in 
detail the journey from Mombasa to 
Uganda by railway, bicycle and Arab 
"dhow," the latter In her case having 
laken the place of the regular steamer. 
Her introduction to the natives was 
characteristic of the attitude of the 
people. A. native begged hard to carry 
her luggage to Mengc. the capital, in j 
order that lie might, with the cowries 
thus earned, purchase for himself a 
copy of the Bible. The speaker pic- 
tured the great airy church at Mengo, 
with its large congregation, every 
member deeming It not only a duty but 
a veritable pleasure to join heartily in 
the singing and the responses. The 
hospital (where Miss Allen labored for 
some time) was the scene of an inci- 
dent which shows at once the emerg- 
encies which may arise in missionary 
life and the spirit which overcomes 
them. The doctor had suddenly been 
called on a journey of some days to 
attend a missionary 111 with fever, and 
during his absence the sole responsi- 
bility for the hospital fell on the 
speaker, who ■was not a trained nurse. 
She was awakened one night by her 
alarm bell, and on reaching the hospi- 
tal found a new arrival, a gigantic 
chief who had been stabbed by the 
spear of a robber In an attack on his 
hat. The wound was bleeding freely 
and she was somewhat nonplussed. 
However, a tourniquet was applied, the 
patient was put to bed and the case 
committed to Go:l In prayer. When 
the doctor returned he found him 
progressing satisfactorily, and so 
thankful was the chief for his recovery 
that he henceforth styled Miss Allen 
"my mother" and became her pupil in 
the art of writing. 

The speaker then described her re- 
ception at Toro, where, in place of the 
chilly, elevated handshake of the 
higher European civilization, welcome 
is expressed by an infinite variety of 
embraces and gestures. She told of 
their food and habits of life, and how

religion enters Into all their life, the 
arrival of herself and companions 
being celebrated by a solemn thanks- 
giving in the church, when the nutive 
clergyman thanked God for lending 
them His servants. 

Here the audience sang "Onward, 
Christian Soldiers," a favorite hymn In 
Toro, where, although the time is un- 
certain, there Is the greatest heartiness 
on the part of all. , The large church 
in Toro. thn speaker went on, has at 
least tho merit of plenty of fresh air, 
with Its llfteea windows unglazed, cur- 
tained only by the waving banana 
leaves. The furnishings are. of the 
simplest, the natives being poor car- 
penters, and the speaker expressed a 
wish that some of the boys of the Vic- 
toria technical school could be Induced 
to go to Toro to Instruct the people 
there. The deacon at the Toro church 
Is a native of Uganda, a man who has 
suffered severe persecutions, but who 
In his chains was able, like Paul and 
Silas, to sing praises. Every Sunday 
there are four services — for children, 
for the confirmed, for the sick and for 
the heathen. 

Miss Allen gave an amusing account 
of tho Toro Christmas treat, with its 
gifts of European soap, a safety pin, a 
red cotton handkerchief and a reel of 
cotton, all articles greatly prized by 
the natives. She also spoke of the 
houseboys and their amusing ways, 
sometimes, however, annoying. Each 
boy is "master" of his own domain, 
"boots," pantry," or what-not; and 
his mistress is his "bride." On one 
occasion Miss Allen, not finding her 
boots ready at the appointed time, 
thrust out a slippered foot and asked 
whether she was to go to church like 
that. Tho "master of the boots," aged 
about 0, dropped on his knees with the 
ejaculation, "Am I dead'.'" Implying 
that death alone would hinder the im- 
portant work o£ having the boots 
properly cleaned. On another occa- 
sion the "master of the pantry" having 
been' rebuked frequently for his negli- 
gence, he was told that if he did not 
improve he must needs be sent home. 
Sadly he looked at his mistress and 
said. "You are my home." 

A remarkable history was related by 
Miss Allen, that of Micah, a Toro 
chief, who had been notorious for his 
murderous proclivities. One day he 
stood on the outskirts of a crowd who 
listened to the open-air preaching of 
a missionary. At the close he spoke 
to the preacher, said his words were 
good, and that he would like to come 
to school and learn more. The next 
day he appeared In due course but the 
scholars departed when they saw their 
new comrade, and the fierce chief and 
his boy Instructor were left alone with 
the missionary. The latter, seeing how 
matters stood, told him that It was 
necessary that the people should learn 
to trust him. and he was stationed at 
the foot of a hill below the mission 
station to render aid to those who had 
heavy burdens. Here he remained for 
a month, giving full evidence of the 
sincerity of his intention. He then 
learned to read and was baptized, re- 
ceiving tile name of Mlcah. He be- 
came the missionary's right-hand man, 
and his changed character was de- 
scribed in the words, "he is the servant 
of all." 

The speaker then referred to the 
Toro school for teachers, for which 
she is soliciting money in Canada, and 
for which some $300 was required. Of 
this, about half has been already 
raised. She told,, of the strenuous ef- 
fort* made by the Queen of Toro and 
her- women! to keep the present school 
dry for the rainy season. The work 
in Toro is progressing by leaps and 
bounds. Already out of a population 
of 10,00(1 there are lfiOO adult baptized 
persons and 400 catechumens. The 
work Is largely self-supporting, which 
speaks volumes when It is remembered 
that ' the king's salary Is only $1100 a 
year. 

During the singing of "The Church's 
One Foundation" the collection was 
taken up, which, it is pleasing to say, 
was an excellent one. 

The meeting was then closed with 
prayer- and benediction. Afterwards a 
number of Interesting curiosities from 
Toro were exhibited and described.

PRELIMINARY HEARING ENDED. 

Man Accused for Dallon Murder Will 
Stand Trial in October. 

The preliminary hearing of Kobert 
Stiles Fenthcrstone, charged with the 
murder of Mary Jane Dalton, of South 
Wellington on Saturday, .Inly 21st, came 
lo an end hist night when Magistrate 
Yarwood committed Hie prisoner lo 
stand his trial at the next term id' the 
assize court to he held in this city name 
time daring the month of October says 
the Naunhno Herald. 

The final stage of (he hearing took 
place at South Wellington, ami when (he 
courl ivna declared open by Constable 
Stephenson, tho -little miners hall was 
crowded to the door by residents •>( the 
village, who have shown keen interest 
in the case ever since the brutal murder 
was committed, nearly two weeks ago. 

The only new evidence taken lust 
night was thai <>f Mr. !''. II. Shepherd, 
provincial laud surveyor of thi'-' city, who 
produced plans of South Wellington, 
showing (lie scene of I lie murder of 
Mary Jnne Dalton. 

The plans were three in number, The 
first being a general plan of the town- 
site of South Wellington. The second 
an enlarged plan of the Dalton house, 
Bertram house ami Ellis house. Third, 
nil enlarged plan of the Nicholas house. 
Those plans, as to the measurements, 
etc., Sir. Shepherd declared on oath to 
bo correct. 

Magistrate Yarwood then read the in- 
dictment against the prisoner charging 
him with the murder of Mary Dalton, 
after which Fcatherstone was risked if 
he had anything to say. 

"Nothing sir," was tho only reply 
made by tho prisoner and he resumed 
his sent. 

All of the evidence taken during Hie 
preliminary trial was then read by the 
magistrate, each witness signing her or 
his name to the part given by them dur- 
ing the hi"!. 

A scene was created in (he lit t lo room 
when the Meredith girl during the read- 
ing of her evidence, swooned lo the floor 
nnd hail to he curried otltsidd where she 
nfterwnnlH revived, hut she diil not enter 
the rOOlll ngalt) during (he entire even- 
ing. 

When Magistrate Yarwood announced 
that he was about to read out: Hip evi- 
dence of the Meredith girl, nil of the 
ladies present retired with the single ex- 
CCptloil of Ihe witness herself, who as 
staled above swooned invny before Iir.jf 
of her testimony had been gone over. 

After Ihe evidence had all been read 
out, the court again asked the prisoner 
if he luul anything to say to which lie 
replied "that his counsel luul instructed 
him to say nothing. 

After Informing all the witnesses Hint 
they would each lmve lo give $800 
bonds to guarantee their appearance at 
lli(< assizes, the court, was dismissed.

Japanese Merchant Steamers are 
Forcing Away Even Scan- 
dinavian Vessels, 



TOPAZ SOLD TO VANCOUVER FIRM 



Athenian Sails For Orient- 
Whaling Steamer to be 
Bought in East.- 



The .liinnnoKe merchant fe'ten'ttiers ure 
driving other steamers from the general 
freighting trade of the China 'coast; 
even the Scandinavian vessels are leav- 
ing the field being unable ' to meet ' the 
competition of the cheaply-manned Jap- 
anese vessels Since I lie war in the 
Orient large fleets of Japanese vessels 
have been returned to their owners by 
the government of Japan and a great 
increase to the Japanese merchant 
marine has been made since the war 
began, the purchases of steamers being 
no numerous, and about seventy steam- 
ers were confiscated for carrying contra- 
band, the majority passing into the 
bands of Japanese shipping linns. 

In this connection a recent report from 
Stockholm says that the extent to which 
the Japanese are predominating the 
Chinese coasting trade sine.' the war 
with Rnssia is shown by the fact, among 
others, that the Scandinavian owners 
who have kept a number of vessels en- 
gaged in that trade find it necessary to 
withdraw all their ships from those 
waters. Previous to the war about 
eighty Norwegian steamers plied along 
the coasts of China, but one after an- 
other. I hey have had to quit the field. 
One Swedish owner, it is added, is in the 
same case, and is endeavoring to sell or 
call home its boats, as its business in 
the Chinese coasting trade is ruined, 
boi.ig entirely appropriated by the Jap- 
anese, s iii*l the doubt is even expressed 
whether, DOW that the latter have gained 
a firm footing on the continent, they 
really pay any duty on the merchandise 
they import there. Hongkong, itself, 
the writer says, is threatened. The ex- 
ports through this important centre ure 
went from the populous city of Canton, 
principally by Chinese junks; but these 
junk.-., it is alleged, are now either being 
bought up or financed by Japanese cap- 
italists. The writer goes on to say: "The 
influence which the Japanese have se- 
cured in the coasting trade of China 
does not, of course, particularly affect 
the great shipping trade between Eu- 
rope and the Far Kust, hut the circum- 
stances just mentioned are not without 
their Importance. What influential per- 
sons trading in China while the war was 
proceeding predicted would happen if the 
Japanese got the host of it, namely, that 
Europeans would be shouldered out of 
the trade on the Chinese coasts, is being 
abundantly fulfilled.
